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Forest Fires Held in Check in Anirobos-SimmoDs Wedding 
York and Star Creek Districts 


Splendid Co-Operation of Fire Fighting Crews Aided in 
Plans of Forestry Officials. Shifting Winds Added 
To Difficulties. Fires Burning for Nine Days 


Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
were trying days on the fire lines at 
York Creek, StarCreekand Glacier 
Creek. It was men’s work combat¬ 
ting the onsuaheB of the sheets of 
flame, the wind at times assuming 
cyclonic velocity in the rock bound 
canyons of York Creek, forcing 
men to retreat from the scorching 
heat and stifling smoke. 

While the air was calm, rapid 
progress was made in establishing 
fire lines, by cutting out trees and 
digging up the scanty earth, but 
each afternoon as the wind in¬ 
creased the work of many hours of 
hard labor would be swept over by 
the fiery advance which was im¬ 
possible to cheek. 

Supervisor Alexander and Ran¬ 
ger Boulton worked day and night 
in keeping the campaign organized, 
snatching an hour or two of sleep 
when things calmed down. The ma¬ 
jority of the men from all Pass 
towns worked splendidly for long 
hours. 

Base camps for feeding the men 
were established at safe distances 
from the fire fronts, where cooks 
and helpers were steadily employ¬ 
ed in preparing breakfast and sup¬ 
per and also the lunches which are 
sent up to the lines during the day 
and night. So heavy a call was 
made on local stores that supplies 
had to be secured from Lethbridge! 
and Fernie. On Sunday over 250 
men were employed, Bellevue and 
Hittcnst supplying over 60, and a 
number of transients came in to 
help the local crews. 

Yesterday afternoon Star Creek 
fire caused some apprehension in 
town as the usual afternoon wind 
fanned it. 

Saturday and Sunday were the 
peak days of the battle. Over 
men were at work in the various 
sectors, and on Saturday night at 
10 p .m. over 60 men were brought 
in from Bellevue and Hillcrest, 
sleeping at International power 
house till 4 a m , when they were 
breakfasted in town and moved to 
|York Creek ready to fight fire at 6 

m. 

The fires started here on Tuesday 
jAug. 26, and it is worthy of note 
Hthat they have been kept well in 
hand instead of running wild, as 
in British Columbia, where the 
forestry service has been under se- 
f vere public criticism.

And it is with scissors and paste pot in this idle hour that he 
proposes to pass a few of these gems on to the readers of this column in the I 
hope that, for a little titne at least, their thoughts may be diverted from I 
those things which lead to present discouragement. So, here goes: 

“Like most garments and most carpets, everything in life has a right 
side and a wrong side. You can take any joy, and by turning it around find 
troubles on the other side; or you may take the greatest trouble, and by 
turning it around find joy on the other side. The gloomiest mountain never 
casts a shadow on both sides at once, nor does the greatest of life’s 
calamities.” 

"When you make a mistake, don’t look back at it long. Take the reason 
of the thing into your own mind, and then look forward. Mistakes are 
lessons of wisdom. . . . The past cannot be changed. The future is yet in 
your power.” 

“A great many people criticize and find fault; that’s jawbone. Some 
wish things were better, but do nothing to help; that’s wishbone. Others 
co-operate and do things, that’s backbone.” 

“When you get into a tight place and everything goes against you till 
it seems as though you could not hold on a minute longer, never give up 
then; for that is just the place and time that the tide will turn.

Excess 
of self-reliance leads to secretiveness and mulish obstinacy; of curosity to 
Impudencei' of imagination to hesitation and inaction; of foresight to in¬ 
decision; of patience to weak submission; and so on. To give due weight, 
and no more than its due weight, to each ingredient in the composition of 
our character, we are fortunate if we are blessed with those twin senses, a 
sense of proportion and a sense of humor. As a sweetener of life, preserv¬ 
ing'the rich and successful from odious self-satisfaction and helping all to 
banish the demons of discontent and ill-will there is nothing to compare 
with a sense of humour.”

Recipes For This Week 

(By Betty Barclay) 


Parents should not wait until the 
child is ready to go to school to have 
this done, says the health service of 
the Canadian Medical Association. 
However, if they have neglected this 
point, it is best to attend to it now. 

One of the commonest and most 
serious mistakes that parents make 
is to allow an abnormal condition to 
persist with the idea that the child 
will grow out of it, or that he is too! j 
young to have treatment. 

The child who cannot see without 
glasses is obviously handicapped 
until he has been fitted with proper 
glasses. The child who has a running 
ear is almost surely on his way to 
deafness, which is a serious handi¬ 
cap, unless his ear is properly treat¬ 
ed. Children do not grow out of such 
conditions. 

Not only are diseased tonsils and 
teeth a handicap to the child, but 
they are dangerous in that they 
poison the body, and are, it is 
believed, very often the cause of 
heart and kidney disease in later 
life. 

No child should be handicapped by 
conditions which can be corrected by 
proper treatment. There should be 
no delay in securing treatment simply 
because of the mistaken idea that the 
defects are not serious, or that the 
child is too young for the treatment 
or that he will grow out of the 
defects.

2 pounds white sugar. 

2 cups vinegar.. 

Ve ounce stick cinnamon. 

Vi ounce whole cloves. 

Peel pears. Boil the sugar, the 
vinegar, the cloves, and the cinnamon 
for 20 minutes. Place a few of the 
whole pears at a time in the syrup, 
and cook them until they are tender. 

Pack them into thoroughly cleaned 
jars. Adjust the rubbers, and fill 
each jar to overflowing with the hot 
syrup. Adjust the covers and seal 
the jars immediately.

Canada should be able to enter into 
a mutually satisfactory trade agree¬ 
ment with the Irish Free State, in 
the opinion of Senator Sir Thomas 
Gratten Esmond, member of the Up¬ 
per House of the Irish Dail, passing 
through Montreal after fishing expedi¬ 
tion with Lady Esmond among the 
salmon streams of Quebec. 

“Canada should be able to sell 
much of our wheat,” he said. “The 
Free State buys three-quarters of its 
wheat requirements abroad, and there 
should be no reason why Canada 
could not make a treaty with us on 
the same lines as that under discus¬ 
sion with New Zealand and that con¬ 
cluded with Australia. I certainly 
shall look into the subject when I get 
back to Dublin.”

Main Details Of 
Unemployment Relief 
Plans For The West 


Winnipeg. Man.—Salient details of 
unemployment relief plans for the 
west were known Sunday night as 
Premier R. B. Bennett was en route 
to Ottawa after conferring with repre¬ 
sentatives of cities, municipalities and 
provinces of the prairies. Definite 
plans will be announced from Ottawa 
after the entire Canadian programme 
has been determined. 

At least 35 per cent, of the cost 
of relief works in urban municiapli- 
ties of Saskatchewan will be paid by 
the Dominion, according to an an¬ 
nouncement by Premier J. T. M. An¬ 
derson. Premier John Bracken of 
Manitoba, had stated that the Domin¬ 
ion agreed to pay 35 per cent, of the 
cost of works In Winnipeg and 50 per 
cent, outside of the city. 

It was learned Saturday that the 
Dominion has stipulated that Mani¬ 
toba pay |5 monthly for each of the 
2,000 single unemployed men it is 
proposed to take from Winnipeg to 
work on the trans-Canada Highway in 
Ontario. Premier Bracken had pre¬ 
viously announced that the Dominion 
offered to employ the 2,000 men on 
the project. 

Premier Anderson's announcement, 
published Saturday, made no mention 
of the division of cost of jobless re¬ 
lief as between the province and the 
cities, and stated that each applica¬ 
tion for Dominion aid would be con¬ 
sidered on its merits, with regard to 
the financial standing of the individ¬ 
ual municipality. He mentioned that 
the 35 per cent. Dominion aid would 
be a minimum, more being granted to 
cities less able to pay. 

From British Columbia, a request 
for immediate announcement of what 
the Dominion proposes to do in unem¬ 
ployment relief has been addressed to 
Ottawa. The Dominion is asked, in a 
telegram to Hon. Gideon Robertson, 
Minister of Labour, to define its un¬ 
employment policy and to state the 
amount it proposes to allow British 
Columbia municipalities. 

Raise In Gasoline Prices 

United Protest From Western Prov¬ 
inces Is Urged 

Calgary, Alberta.—Efforts to bring 
a united protest from all western 
provinces against increase In gaso¬ 
line prices were instituted here by di¬ 
rectors of the Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion. 

The recent advance of one and one- 
half cents a gallon in the gasoline 
price waS- scored by the Alberta di¬ 
rectors as unwarranted. Copies of 
the resolution embodying the critic¬ 
ism are being sent to all motor as¬ 
sociations in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan and British Columbia, urging 
similar action to be taken. 

May Open Canadian Branches 

Montreal, Que.—Six large indus¬ 
trial firms of the British Isles are 
seriously considering the establish¬ 
ment of branch factories in the Do¬ 
minion during the coming year, F. W. 
Field, His Majesty’s Trade Commis¬ 
sioner, told members of a service 
club, during an address on the indus¬ 
trial situation in Great Britain.

For Stabilization 
Of Pound Sterling 


CLUE TO NUNGESSOR’S FATE 


New York.—A private banking 
credit, believed to be the largest in 
financial history, is being marshalled 
in New York and Paris, Wall Street 
learned, as an invincible bulwark for 
the British pound sterling. 

Both New York and Paris bankers, 
it was said in highest Wall Street 
banking circles, propose to make the 
credit so large that there can be no 
further question as to the stability of 
the pound, which is so widely used as 
the corpmon medium of international 
exchange. 

While bankers were not prepared 
as yet to reveal the exact size of the 
loan, it is believed that it will be be¬ 
tween $300,000,000 and $500,000,000, ! 
provided in equal portions by New 1 
.York and Paris bankers. It is known 
that each portion is expected to be : 
larger than the $100,000,000 credit 
granted tb the British Government 
In 1925 by a syndicate headed by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 

It was formally stated at the' 
Morgan offices that discussions are 
under way, both here and in Paris, 
With reference to the credit, and de¬ 
cided progress has been made. 


, It was acknowledge in well inform¬ 
ed quarters that the readiness of the 
| United States and French bankers to 
i extend the credit in large measure 
depended upon assurances from the 
British Government that the pro¬ 
gram of governmental economies to 
which the new cabinet is committed, 
be adopted. 

It was explained, however, lhat the 
bankers were concerned merely with 
fundamental principles of sound fin¬ 
ance, and wer,e not concerned with 
specific measures of economy which 
the British cabinet may see fit to 
adopt. Recent charges in British La¬ 
bour circles that United States bank¬ 
ers have brought pressure to bear 
for a reduction of the dole have been 
emphatically denied. 

In some of Wall Street’s highest 
banking circles, the return of stability 
to British finances is regarded as,vital 
to World economic recovery, and the 
economy programme of the new ’ 
coalition government together with 
the bolstering of it by a large inter¬ 
national loan, are regarded as major 
steps toward lifting the world from 
the mire of depression.

Motor Car In Canada For Each Eight 
Of Population 

The Canadian automobile industry 
in 1930 was capitalized at more than 
390,000,000, and 158,372 passenger 
and commercial vehicles were manu¬ 
factured. Cars scrapped or with¬ 
drawn from use during the year num¬ 
bered 95,241. There are 1,229,888 
motor vehicles registered in the Do¬ 
minion, of which 1,074,494 are passen¬ 
ger vehicles. In 1929 the registra¬ 
tion was 1,193,889, and in 1922 it was 
1,076,819 for all classes of vehicles. 
On the average each eight Canadians 
own a motor car, a ration exceeded 
only by the United States and the 
Hawaiian Islands.

SEPTEMBER 6 

TURNING TO THE GENTILES 

Golden Text: “I have set thee for 
a light of the Gentiles, that thou 
shouldest be for salvation unto the 
uttermost part of the earth."—Acts 
13.47. 

Lesson: Acts 13.13-52; Romans 1. 

14-16; 11.1-24. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 72.6-13. 

Explanations and Comments 

The Result Of Paul’s First Sermon 
In the Synagogue At Pisidian Anti¬ 
och, Acts 13.42-44.—After Paul’s ser¬ 
mon, he and Barnabas withdrew from 
the synagogue, while the congregation 
remained for the end of the service 
and the formal dismissal. As they left 
they were urged to speak again the 
following Sabbath. When the syna¬ 
gogue services were over, many Jews 
and proselytes (Gentile converts to 
Judaism), followed Paul and Barna- 
Bas to their place of abode and Paul 
urged them to continue in the grace 
of God. This is the first use in The 
Acts of the phrase, “the Grace of 
God,” i.e., “redemption from sin free¬ 
ly offered in Christ.” “Grace" express¬ 
es the spontaneity and generosity of 
God’s love; God freely grants His par¬ 
don and bestows His love in Christ. 

The Jealousy and Antagonism Of 
the Jews Aroused, Acts 13.44, 45. — 

As a result of the wide-spread discus¬ 
sion of Paul’s sermon and of the work 
of Paul and Barnabas during the 
week that followed, “almost the whole 
city was gathered together to hear 
the word of God” on the next Sab¬ 
bath. (A different Greek phrase is 
used in verse 42 for “the next Sab¬ 
bath” from that in verse 44, and some 
scholars translate it in verse 42 as 
"during the intervening week.” “The 
Jewish congregations had a portion of 
the Law read in the synagogues not 
only on the Sabbath but on Monday 
and on Thursday mornings, that they 
might not be for three days without 
hearing Scripture. The peculiar ex¬

Australia 

Black Men Of North Western Section 
Bat Human Flesh 

Cannibalism still is rife among the 
nomadic black men of north-western 
Australia, according to a report on 
the Cuinis and Cullaris tribes just 
Issued by the Catholic Anthropolog¬ 
ical Conference. 

The report is from the Rev. E. Al- 
caldee, missionary among them 
since 1908. 

“They are expert butchers,” he 
says. "The heart goes to the strong¬ 
est and is the first part of the body 
to be disposed of. Next the shoul¬ 
ders, arms and trunk are given to the 
men, while the legs go to the women. 
All this is systematically carried out. 
The flesh of the white man is looked 
upon as a dainty morsel. 

“These aboriginals are nomads 
without fixed home. They have neither 
house nor furniture and possess lit¬ 
tle beyond their spears, boomerangs, 
and battle axes which they always 
have at hand. They wear no clothing 
except when they come to the mis¬ 
sion. As soon as they get out of sight 
all clothes are cast off. The women 
are the slaves of the men and, when 
necessary, are the beasts of burden. 
Murder is the greater arbiter of all 
disputes.”

X-Ray Experiment Converts Annual 
Plant Into Perennial 
In experiments to learn more about 
effects of X-rays upon evolution, 
annual plant has been changed into 
perennial at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, New York. 

The plant which changed its nature 
at Cornell is the euchaena, the closest 
wild relative to corn. There are two 
species, Mexicana, the annual, and 
perennis, the perennial. 

Some of the seed was exposed to 
X-rays for a few minutes and then 
germinated. The young stalk began 
life as an annual, but later on, while 
still young, it developed some of the 
appearances of a perennial. Then 
the annual portion dried up and dis¬ 
appeared, and the remaining stalk de¬ 
veloped into a true perennial.
